badly, and there should be n'o surprise 
that the friends in such a case should be 
full of sorrow at such a union.

married a rich girl, but because every- 
body knows that marriage, for its hap- 
[jiness, depends on some coincidence of 
natural tastes anil acquired .education 
quite as much as whether Jock has the 
means to pay Jill's bills or the reverse. 
In Iho second place, while it is no ob- 
jection to any man that he follows an 
liumblo but hoiiu.st calling, it is an ob- 
jection that he should be a man of dis- 
honorable nature. Any man, whether 
ho is a Commodore or a coachman, 
who would abii.se his opportunity so 
far as to woo secretly a young girl and 
marry her without a plain avowal of 
his intentions and an appeal to her 
parents for consent, commits a very 
dishonorable and immoral act. Par- 
ents who have lavished their lives on 
their children have some rights that 
every gentleman :espects, and the se- 
ductive coachman is not a man of 
honor nor a gentleman, not because he 
drives horses for his bread, but because 
he abuses his opportunity to steal a 
daughter from her parents, to whom 
her happiness and welfare are pre- 
sumptively as dear as they .can possi- 
sibly be to anybody.

mined to marry to please her selfish 
whim she does not execute her purpose 
openly and with ample publication of 
her intentions. A marriage, born in 
mere sentimentalism on both sides, 
where the girl has no womanly rever- 
ence for the rights of her parents, as 
evinced by her refusal to listen to their 
appeal for delay, and where the man is 
morally guilty of abduction, will nat- 
urally prove to be one'of those unions 
that aro negotiated in haste and bit- 
terly repented of at leisure.

from he]' father's roof will not make 
an unsellisli or upright husband. The

in»' poor, or ii coachman; it is his low 
trirk of abusing liia place of trust, to 
Mcprelly slcal an old man's daughter 
without any of the honorable prelimi- 
naries that belong to such undertakings 
us wooing a man's young daughter for: 
a wife. As a matter of fact nine-tenths 
of what are called runaway love 
matches end most unhappily, no mat- 
ter whether the swain be rich or poor, 
master in society or servant, becausp 
limy begin in deceit, disobedience and 
gross selfishness that are reckless of 
everybody's happiness save their own. 
Any gentleman of the girl's own social 
level who would win a man's daughter 
nnd marry her clandestinely after the 
same method of disingenuous courtship 
would be entitled to the same strict- 
ures, nnd no honorable man would re- 
fuse to grant all delay and opportunity 
for appeal on the part of parents whose 
daughter he desires to marry; and any 
man who steals an old couple's happi- 
ness to accomplish his -own is a low 
fellow, no matter whether his station 
in life is bumble or high. An honest 
man who wants a woman can afford to 
wait a reasonable time for her and an 
honest woman will not secretly marry 
any man against her parents' will with- 
out lirst waiting a reasonable lime to 
overcome their opposition by more in- 
timate acquaintance wilh her lover, 
and to.test by experience whether her 
passion is only a iilful blaze of fancy or 
a fact.—Portland Oregonian.

From HIE Unsuccessful Attempt to Pene- 


trate the Charmed Oirole of the Dic-

Wolff, of St. Louis, who was delegated 
by the Knights of St. Patrick of St. Louis 
to present ID person a parse of 81,000 to 
Charles Stewart 3'arnell to be used in 
furtherance of the cause of home rule in 
Ireland, 
arrived

Etrurla. 
In conversation with a re- 


porter he said; "I took a short trip 
through Ireland on my arrival on the 
other side, after which I went to Lou- 
don, arriving there August 12. I droppec 
Mr. Parnell a note at the House of Com- 
mons, stating that I would be pleased to 
deliver to htm in person, at any time and 
place he might 
name, an 
important 


communication 
of 
which 
I 
was 


the 
bearer. 
His 
reply 
to 
be 


directed to me at tbe Holborn Viaduct 
Hotel. I received no answej to my let- 
ter, and at the end of two days I sent him 
another, saying that the communication 
came from the Knights of St. Patrick of 
St. Louis, who had the honor to enter- 
tain him five years ago. 
This letter was 


not answered either, and on the follow- 
ing day, thinking (hat iny letter might 
have miscarried, I telegraphed Mr. Par- 
nell asking him If he had received any ol 
my former communications. 
Still no 


answer. I then addressed him for tbe 
fourth 
time 
and 
explained that I 


was the bearer of a draft to be pre- 
sented to him for the Home-Bale fund, 
but that as it seemed to be impossible 
to obtain an Interview with him I would 
have to return the draft to the source 
whence I received It. I waited patiently 
for two days, and as my original inten- 
tion was to stay iu London three days, 
whereas 1 had now been detained over a 
week, I packed my traps preparatory 
to starting for the continent. An hour 
before my departure and two days after 
sending my fourth request for an inter- 
view, I got a telegram from Farnell 
which read like this: 'Call at House of 
Commons 
this, evening. 
Have just 


opened your other letters. Parneli.' " 


"I concluded not to remain any longer, 


so started for the continent. From Heidel- 
berg, however, I forwarded the draft to 
Parnell, accompanying It with another 
polite note telling him St. Louis Knights 
of St. Patrick would appreciate it as a 
compliment if he would forward an auto- 
graphic acknowledgment of the receipt 
of the draft to me at the American ex- 
change in London, where I could get It 
on my return, and I would then consider 
that my mission woald be accomplished.

Importance required some recognition, 
however small, of mv mission. That my 
letters reached him I have no reason to 
doubt, and that he should have neg- 
lected to answer them I can't explain. As 
it is I have uothiug to show to the St. 
Louis Knlghta that the money they sub- 
scribed, and of which 1 was the respon- 
sible bearer, was delivered and received. 
It was a cold-blooded snub, and I doubt 
whether the cause of Ireland can be ad- 
vanced under such leadership as that of 
the unapproachable Parnell.

Burning; of tho Barber Dairy Barn. 
The large frame barn at (he rear of the 


J. W. Barber residence, at the east end of 
John street in the fourth ward, caught 
fire at a few minutes before 10 o'clock 
this forenoon, and was totally destroyed, 
together with 10 tons ot hay, a lot of 
dai;y appliances, one wagon and several 
outhouses. The fire WBB firet discovered 
at the top of the west (table, and most 
have started among the hay. Tramps 
have been in the habit of sleeping in the 
barn. They may be responsible tor the 
conflagration. Spontaneous combustion 
may have caused it. Mr. Barber had 
gone up town to get medioine for a sick 
child, and Mrs. Barber, m giving the 
alarm and running in and out ot the 
barn, was slightly burned about the face 
Neighbors had hard work to save the 
Burber and other residences,^ the names 
were blown toward them. The fire de- 
partment did good service m protecting 
adjacent property. The big barn, which 
was erected by Frank Hosier, is a total 
wreck. The loss is placed at $1500; in- 
surance 8600, in the Deoatur Common- 
wealth company. A great crowd was at 
the fire, people coming from all parts of 
the city. The women of the neighbor 
hood, with shawls overi their heads, gain 
ei ed about Mrs. Barber and offered her 
words of sympathy, and some embraced 
her. The lady at times was in a hysteri 
cal state. While the firemen were at 
work bravely facing the intense heat, a 
section of hose burst, and some time wnb 
lost in getting water again. There were 
no cows in the barn. They had been 
placed in the pasture several hours before 
the tire. Mr. Barber, who has resumed 
the dairy business, has bad much bad 
lack of late. 
HIH horses, it will be re- 


membered, had the glanders, and several 
were killed; then he engaged in the fur- 
niture business and made an assignment, 
and now ha has sustained a heavy loss 
by the destruction of his barn,

1 coneldei 
that It Is upon my part, as It la upon tbe part 
of any man engaged la business, and who 
must derive his Income and llvlnit from his 
business, a saorlnee. Tbe pay is small and 
tbe labor of the campaign Is arduous, while 
tbe absence from borne and business Inter- 
feres with professional duties. But I hold 
myself to be a Republican, and if tbe Republi- 
cans of this district desire that I shall make 
this race I will do It vlthalt my heart, Wb.le 
I have been engaged some In politics and had 
a great many pleasant and unpleasant tblngs 
aald about me, and done with reference to me, 
yet I never enjoyed the beat of a political 
campaign, but as 1 said to these gentlemen 
yesterday If they saw nt to tender me this 
nomination I would accept It. I come now 
before you to accept It and thank you for tbe 
honor. I believe the Republican party of thla 
district Is strong enough to elect tho man ot 
their choice. I believe that the result oi the 
election will be tbe vindication of the Repub- 
lican party—not so muob the wisdom of their 
choice—as lor that 1 cannot say—but as to the 
principles ot the party Involved in this con- 
test.
